still Seeking Bail

which did not cease till Wednesday. 
The Japanese are still gallantly hold- 
ing; the island with a handful of men. 
Tlieir casualties. It is alleged, number 
5.000.

The Capture of Metre Hill. 
Details continue to filler in of the 
cai.inre of 2ii3 .M. tr.' hill. The IJaily 
Ttdegraph's correspondent before Port 
Arthur explains that the final capture 
waa dun to a atrong and auatalned Jap- 
aneaa feint against the eastern forti- 
fications on the night of December 5, 
and the position of 203 Metre hill be- 
ing an enfilading one, forced the Rus- 
sians to evacuate without a conteat, a 
parallel line of aaml-p^rmanant da- 
feniaa astandiag aaatwnrd and Irragn- 
larly'oVar the ilopea within a half 
mile north of Etse mountain. 

The Japanese casualties at 203 Me- 
tre hill alone exceeded the total of the 
battle of Nanaham, according to the 
Daily Itall'a ttokio dlapatches. At 2 
o'clock in the afternoon of November 
29 a Tomoyasu detachment, with a 
battalion of infantry and a company 
of engineers, received orders that they 
must capture 203 .Metre hill, .while a 
Yosld detachment of the same strength 
had similar orders to capture Aka- 
saka hlU. 

The Attackers Reinforced. 
On November 3'i it became neces- 
sary to reinforce the attackers with a 
It detachment under MaJ. Shizuta. Dur^ 
ing the operation the cold was so in- 
tense that many of the men were frost 
bitten, as it was necessary to pass the 
night without shelter. The Japanese, 
after the capture of 203 Metre nill, an- 
ticipated a terrible oombardment from 
the Ruasian forts and made prepara- 
tions accordingly, but the Russlana re- 
U'ained strangely (luiet.

A diapateh from Wasbingtoti aaya in 

the preparation of a river and harbor bill 
at this session the Housa Committee on 
Rivers and barbora will virtually eommit 
itself absolutely to the nine-foot channel 
proji'Cl for the Oliiu river. Provision will 
not be made fur the nine- foot stage the 
t-ntire length, but enough will be done to 
foreshadow that from time to time the 
Hppropriationa will be aaada with that 
ultimate en<ji in view. 

The eommitree will b«gia with the ap« 
perfection of the river at Pittebnrg and 
provide for the modification (f kcka 
and dams from No I to No. 6 or 7 inelua* 
ive, 8o th:it for a distance of thirty miles 
below I'itUtburg a depth of nine feet will 
be aeeued. Tbia lyatem of locks and 
dams as at present prcjfcted furnishes 
an average depth of only six feet, but it 
IS intended to charge the plans of each 
so that the depth will be increaaed to 
nine feet WhUa atiah look and dam 
coats nearly $1,000,000 to complete, it is 
estimated that between 1375,000 and 
$400,000 is all that will be required to ef- 
fect tfie necessary alterations. Dam No. 
1 at Davia Island, close to Pittaburg, is 
already oompletod; Dama Noa. t, 8, 4 
and 5 are half completed ; Dam No. 6 is 
completed all except the lock gates, 
which are nearly done ; Dam No. 7 has 
just been located. Providing for a nine- 
foot channel for a distance of thirty 
milea will be the first step toiward deep- 
eninif it further down stream, and it is 
confidently expected that the committee 
each year will make appropriations for 
that purpoae. Between Pittabnrg and 
Cincinnati thlrty-aeven locka and dams 
are prcjected, and when th« first seven 
are reconstructed in the intereat of the 
nine4oot atani tlM ^Ihiili -Wlll have to 
be raboilt to o. . -
